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On Feeding 


Berore enleriUK Into farther deUlls relative to feedluK horaee—and 
more particularly au becauee good diet would not aniwer the purpoee 
fur which it was intended without the adoption of eanitary meaanrea. 
it may not be out of place to diacuaa the preaent eyatem of atable mau- 
ngement. and explain how atalla. looae-boxea, Ac., ahonld he conatruct- 
ed ao aa to Inaure perfect ventilation and drainage; eince poor air la 
aa neceaaary aa gimd food for the well-heing of the home. 

In aelecilni; a rile for a atable. a riaingground, when poaalhle ahould 
be obtained, to Inaure drainage, not only for conveying the urine from 
the atalla. but alao the water falling from the roof; In either caae It 
la neceaeary that thoee fluida ahonld be removed in order to keep the 
atable dry. But nriiie ahonld alwaya be compelled to find a apeedy 
exit, for U not only keepa the Oooring damp, but the gaaea di'engaged 
from it are highly delelerioua to the health of the inmatea frequently 
acilng aa the exciting cauae in the propagation of dangeronn maladiea, 
aiich aa cough, pneumonia, glandera. tuflammtlaon of I he eyea, etc. 
Every box or aUll mnet be kept dry and aweet through the medium of 
two nr three dralna entering Into a central hratich drain, the contenia 
of which mnat he diacharged Into a main drain running through the 
entire length of the building to au external reaervolr ao conairocted aa 
to preclude the In-draught of air np the draina. A great advantage la 

S illied by thiaayatein of drainage; the fluid dralna from the centre, 
ere la no longer any neceaalty for the declivity of Iho flooring 
which the drain at the heel-poet compelled, for the euda anil aidea of the 
atall pavement may be nearly on the oamc level, only very gradually 
bevelling to the cen'ral drain. 

In old-faahloned atalla. and aome onfortunately exiat at the prevent 
day. hnraea tied by a halter were compelled to aland for many con- 
aecntlve boura on an Inclined plane, to the detriment of their forelega. 
In ord^r toexpoto the evile lsflict«d oo e borne in eneb e ponhloo. the 
■ctloo of the fortfleg daring proffreMlon eball be briefly coneldered.

If. during the time tbe foot of a living animal were placed on a level 
aurface. the extensor miiaclea of tbe llotb belonging to the a'^>ve foot 
were to contract, then the toe would be ralred from the gronnd. and If 
on the other hand tbe flexora were to contract, then tbe heel would be 
elevated. Now during the period a hon>e la elandiog on an Inclined

If a hotve be placed In a atall with the flooring alop’ng to the gutter 


at one time he will atand with hie head, and at another with hie tail 
towarda tbe manger, tbua proving that tbe being obliged alwaya to eland 
np hill ia diataeteful to tbe animal. Obeerve. alao, bow often a half* 
bred horae will hang back. i. «. place the bind feet on tbe walk alto- 


afforded tbe equine captive during the night. Tbe racer having been I 
reared for speed, It U aurely wrong to cramp ita llmba by too ntriogent 
a coDflnemeotP'* ® I 

In the old conatructed aUlla. tbe hay rack waa placed above tbe 
borM a bead, which nece!*altated the contraction of tbe muaclea of the 
neck when the animal elevated hla head In qneat of hay; within tbe 
tto rack ia needed to atratn the cervical muaclea, and tbe i 
manger and water trongh might, with benedt, be placed about 
two feet from the floor. The burse can with ease feed off tbe 
ground; why then abnuld men force the animal to forego thoee laclloa- 
tiona which Nature has implanted upon its very existence? By the 
adoption of this plan, the horse is enabled to feed with ease, and drink 


ated behind the old fashioned gutter. This is done evidently to place 
himself ill a position favourahle to rest, but iinforluiiately toe groom

TUI ITALLa. 

Stalls as they now exist are little better tbao prisons, for the borae 
there placed is obliged to lie always lu one and the same position; be 
is tied to a rope about four feet long, hot may oot go beyond the extent 
ofllateiher. Tbe restraint of the stall Is imposed upon no other ani¬ 
mal, sltboiigh one of (he most active, the horse, is doomed to pass, as a 
rule. tH) hours ont of tbe 24 in enforced IdleneM. Is it to be wondered, 
therefore, that In order to wile awsy time some horses nibble away the 
manger rail, or amuse themselves by kicking the partition poata, or 
kill ilmo by rocking to and fro. or see sawing Hietr bi>dlea, or that tbe 
digestive organs become Impaired, so as to produce tbe bed habits of 
crlh bltlng and wind-sacking? To tbe ohsrrvaiit horseman these de¬ 
tails ought to afford suttlclent warning (bat something Is wrong In the 
management of his atable. and on iuvesilgatitm he will discover that 
tbe narrow stalls are the cense of the mischief. Koryears past bunting 
man have rerogulaed that loose-boxes were uecessary to the well-being 


bsrueas horses, allhough there can be no difference oetween (be re¬ 
quirement of tbe seme animats, via., thorough rest after bard work and 
general ease when at home. To ensure these items it la most Import¬ 
ant for all horses to Ihd housed in iooso-lioxes, not lu siiiall namiw 
stalls filled lip like a box. hut In lofty and capacious coiislrnctlons. Let 
It be recommended to our readers about to build stables to have them 
M arranged aa to contain separate loose boxes, each 12 feel 
L°. lo length, and not less tbao 12 feet in 

baight. and the enlranca do«ir to each ba not less than 4 
feet wide, and 8 feet high, as narrow and low doorways are often the 
canse of Injory to tbe poll and hip. aud other accidenta too nomarooa 
to relate In ibe preaent chapter. Moreover. U la a wiss plan to have 
sscb door dli Ided, about 4 ft. 6 In. from the ground sad, tbos leaving, 
htbe door be 8 feet high, S feet 6 Inches fur tbe upper opeoiug. 
Tbe diKirway being of toe dlmeoslooe above described, sbouiu afford 
smple securtiy against accident—<. s.. If the groom adopts tbe proper 
meibod of condnctlog tbe horse through so ample a space -and the dl- 
vlaion In lbs door will permU the Inmate to protrude bis bead through 
the upper spaas to breaths fresh air, and will, moreover, Inanrs better 
ventilatino for the Interior of (be box. 

Tu each looee-box where land Is adjscent a small paddock might. 
With great benefit to tbe horse, be attacbed. when on floe nights the 
lower division of tbe door might be opeoed to enable tbe Mree to 
stretch bla llmbe and “bathe bis b**of lo Ibe evening dew.** So tbe < 
grass be kept suAlcieotty short not lo afford more than a nibble no < 
barm, but much good, will arise from sanctioning a stroll i 
JO the fresh air. •* Kurh a suggeatlou may slanls tbe I 
pniudices which are Inherent to tbe proprietors of most i 
(gluing atab'es. These places are, however, situated on < 
Us open downa. where ground Is cheap, and the herbage 
scarcely affords a bite for tbe close feeding sheep. Half an acre of ( 
wltboni much sspeoee, be etUebed to eech box. On i 
to this the fiock might be turned oy day, but to moeb liberty could be ] 
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water at lU pleasure. Tbs notion of depriving horses of water can oot 
be too strongly deprecated; U la both cruel and most lojurioue In Its 
effect upon the equine economy. No doubt the esblbltlou of Urge 
draogbts of cold water Immediately after would Indnoe colic and per¬ 
haps other disorders; bnt practlcel experience has proved that a horse 
kept with water before blni during the day will oot drink nearly eo 
much as a botes to whom tbe liquid is presented three or four limes 
during tbs same period. 

Nature prompts tba horse when to drink, and when these promptings 
occur thirst should be satlsied. Another misuken ootloo prevsils 
smoog some gmome that a stable should be kept dark, eoch 
parsoaa, lo atWmptlng to etubUsh the neceeelty of such arrangement, 


I say that in a dark stable borsei lie down more frequently and take to 
their rest more kindlr than those located within well-llgbied buildlngi. 
There are times, doabtless, when horses, after a bard day with hounds, 
are benefltted by having their loose-boxes darkened. This U easily ac- 
comnliabed. even where large windows exist, by piscing Venetian 
blinds at each, for oot only does this answer the purpose of turning day 
Into night, when circumstances aa above named demand It. hot also 
affoMs tbe means by which to exclude too excessive light and the heat- 
giving sun's ravs dorfng tbe hot Summer montbs. Venetian blinds are 
recommended becauee those made of linen are likey to bo acted by the 
gasses present in the stable, and coueequenlly to rot, whereas, tbe for¬ 
mer being made of wood and painted, (green always being the moat 
suitable color) resist tbe process of decay to a much greater extent than 
tbe latter. A plentifal supply of light sboald, as 
a rale, be admitted Into all stable bclldings, and 
on occasions only, can with impunity be excluded. Tbe horse, like 
mn. enjoys the light of day, and if denied It bis sight soon 
becomes Impared—frsquenlly bis general health suffers. Tbe question 
may be ask^, why do dealers, who oagbt to understand bow to take 
care of horses, so constantly keep them in dsrk stables? Tbe adoption 
of this system with them Is a means to obtain ao end—to cause ibeir 
horses, wheo led ioto tbe yard, to exhibit a proud appearance, com* 
mooly called courage, but In reality only a sigo of great timidity. It 
can readily be nnderetood bow tbe horse who spends nearly tbe whole 
of the day In the dark, on being introduced suddenly to the fight, staree 
abont him. when every object around appears to blra glaring aud novel, 
and impresses bis highly nervous temperament with a feeling of dread; 
and for this reason, coupled with high feeding, tbe restless spirit of 
fev is nianlfesUd, to the delight of the seller and usually to tbe 
satisfaction of the would-be buyer. Such Ireatnieot greatly tends to 
render young horses permanently nervous, and is also antagonistic to 
tbe laws of health, and consequently cannot be too strongly denounced.

The Dogerdns* Robinson Hatch. 

Tba crest mctch between Ctpt. A. U. Bofcrilue. Ibe chsmplon wing 
•bnt. end Mr. Crittenden KublU'on, nr 8*0 Ktsnclaco, fur (ttaO > elde, 
took Iilece el the Uakleiid Trotiinc Park on Dec. IHtb. The coDdllloua 
were to rhooi atbu alnifle and 40double naea. Prevlona to the sport 
commencing Ibe odds were flOO to ttU on Bogardui. 

Tbu result of the malcb was acoinplete surprise to tbe knowing ones, 
and tbe defeat of tbe Captain was attributed to the Califomlaira better 
aCQualntauce with the Catlfornla rules. From tbe fol lowing account 
of tne sbootiug It Is evident that atiiple room ezisu for an amendmeut 
of the rules, lingardua led oil and dropped tbe first bird within a few 
feet of the trap, and Itobinann also brought bis to crass. Five In suc¬ 
cession Itocardus hilled; tbeslith fell Just outside of the boundary. 
Tbe seveulD and eighth were killed by tbe champion; tbe ninth drooped 
from the trap onto the ground.and was immediatelv cballrnged by nob 
inson. There was a heated discussion over tbe bird, Bogardua claim- 
lug that if he bad attempted to about It. It would have been held as 
beinc ou the gtoiiiid. ITte referee, however, sustained tbe challeuge, 
and It was marked as "no bird." 

Uogardus appealed to Ibe lookers-on, and Judging from the cries a 
majority thought the decision wrong. The rule does not appear to be 
fair on this polut, and gives the referee too much power. Bogardua 
killed the tenth. Itoblusoii killed seven In succession, missing the 
eightb, apparently the easiest of any; but the ninth and tenth fell, 
which gave him a lead of one. Tbe eleventh bird was a clear mlaa for 
Bogarous, lh"a four fell successively; Ibe last being such a splendid 
shot that cheers and applause were given witu a will. The next was 
hard hit and soared up to a great height, falHng only a few feet outside 
tbe boundary. Kobinson killed eight out of the next ten, so that when 
the score reached twenty each, he was still one In the lead. Bo far be 
was more fort It nate than bis coiniietltor, one of his birds falling Just 
wllblii the hounds, one which he lo.tjusl outside Ue had doue some 
splendid shooting though, and wbeti be missed his twenty-third, be 
tinletly remarked be was shooting very badly. This making their scores 
even, Bogardtis olTeretl to wager three to one on his winning, and 
tb.iugb to a looker-on It did not seem that there was any such odds, no 
one cared to accept the very liberal proposition. When they had each 
shot at thirty birds, and the "singles ' half done, tbe tally was the same, 
four misses each. The thirty-third and thirty-fifth Bogardua mlesed, 
one falling ilead only Just outside of tbe bounds, the other 
a clear miss. Kobinson killed every one until the forty- 
eighth escaped, and twciity-five bad fallen In succes¬ 
sion. This was abundant proof that he was as skillful, or very nearly 
BO, as the champloo, and 4& In fkO. with Bogardua one bird behind, was 
the situation. The fifty-first and dfty-elgbib Bogardua missed; tbe 
fifty fourth and dfly-llfth were ciphers to Koblnaon. This brought Ibis 
phase of the match to a coucluriou. Kobinson leading by one. Ills 
warmest supporters conceded Bogardua to be bis suMrIor at this kind 
of shouting, depending ou the doubles to restore equilibrium; and now 
that he slarieil with even one bird to his credit, they were sai.giiiue of 
bis iiltlmate success. Tbe shooting bad been at twenty-one yards rise, 
eighty yards boundary, althoughbtfler a good many birds bad been 
killed, ft was discovered that the distance had been erroneously meas¬ 
ured. it being three yards over when It was changed. For double birds 
shunting the rules fixed eighteen yards rise and 1(10 yards as Ibe boun¬ 
dary. Of Ibe first couple Bogardua missed one, and of the fourth 
couple another got away clear. The sixth brace bulb were unscathed, 
and this result seemed to be In keeping with the rest of the "bad luck" 
be had met. 'The two which were first put In tbe Iran, one he killed, 
and with a good chance to kill, hie gun missed fire. This necessitated 
the loss of the one already killed and, as It proved, was a loss of both. 
Five more were missed wb'-n eighteen pairs bad been shot, and as it 
was now iroposeible to tie his coiupetilor. Bogardus abandoned the 
match. Kobinsnu did some very fine shooting. Ue killed six. then 
missed two, and only two more escaped. UisTaat shot was the best of 
tbe whole match. It bad become so dark thul fur same time the dark 
birds could not be discerned. The pair In the traps flew strong. One 
was hnoiebt down, Ibe other fiylilg over tbe heads of the spectators, 
who bad crowded upon tbe sboolera, and It seemed as though he 
wore sorely safe. Ue was fully forty yards away wbeu the report was 
heard, and be fell dead on tbe outside of the people, hut well within 
the boundary. .. , ^ . 

While Mr. Kobinson won tbe match by skillful shooting, he was cer¬ 
tainly favored both by dame fortune ana the decisions of tbe referee. 
Those decisions muy have been strictly In accordance with California 
rules, bnt If so the rules should be amended. The following Is tbe score:

Anothxr Match Between Booabddb and Robinson.— Since Che 
match between these pigeon shots at San Francisco was decided ad¬ 
versely to Bogardua on the 13tb Inst., another foi tl.OOO a side, 100 
birds each, has been arranged between them and fiiHo a side has been 
put up as forfeit. This contest la creating conliderable sxcitament 
among tbe knigbte of the trigger, and a large amouDtof money will 
be wagered on the result. From tbe report which we give of their first 
match It la evident that Ibe Captain was decidedly nnncrTed by the 
peculiar decisions of the referee. The rnlea to govern the forthcoming 
shoot will be the Frairie Club Rnlea of Chicago. Du the 
12th Inst., Hccordlng to public aDoonneement, the Captain gave 
one of bis exhlbllioa ^oots at Oakland Park. Owing to some mlaun- 
dersiaudlng, ous hundred birds that had been bargained for failed to 
arrive. T^la led to a postponement of tbe trial of killing fifty birds In 
eight minutes. With what few Ibere were on hand, tbe Captain gave 
them a taste of his skill by shooting at two traps at forty-five yards 
apart, to kill 38 birds out of 50. he to stand midwav. Tbe flrat pair 
were neatly brought down; bnt tbe second bird of the two auccessive 
pairs was ralsaed. Tbe following six pairs were quickly gotten. 
The first bird In tbe tenth psjr got away, as did also the second In 
tbe tbirteeulta and fourteenth. iEud tne first In Ibe Ifteent^alra. Bnt 
one bird was lost In the next succeeding seven pxlri. The two last 
were not scored, the birds being too weak to fly from the trap. After 
losing one from the second trap and killing ibe twaiity-five. tbe score 
showed that the Captain had succeedad; be bad klllsd thirty-nine nut 
of fifty.

If tlifa treatment 
doea not aucceed. and you aee there le a tendency for the matter lo 
work upwards end break out at the coronet, luaerl a aetoii through it 
which will drain it nicely out and can be removed in a week or ten 
daya; inject a lilile chloride of xinc eolation through It once a day and 
move the aeton occaalonaliy and keep the foot well pouUlced while the 
feton la In aod for a day or two afterwards, when it may be left off. 
Care mnet be taken to prevent that quarter from bearing too heavily on 
the iboe for a long time.

C. L., Omaha, Neb.—After noticing the eymptome aa well as I can 
upon your suggestion In the Chicago Field of Nov. 25th, I have been 
able to otwerve the following: There le considerable swelling, beat and 
soreneHa about the fetlock, which baa extended op to the knee elnce 1 
first detected It. and the fetlock of the left foreleg le ewelHng now 
aod be eeems to be In a good deal of pain, he rests toe foot on the toe 
wltbont throwing it forward; aod 1 notice now be changes occa¬ 
sionally to rest the other, and he lies down a good deal. Ans.—Yonr 
horse has rheumatism of the acnle form which attacks the Joints and 
tha parts around them and sometimes flies from Joint lo folot, when It is 
called “flying rheumatism.*' It Is the result generally of aome debillu- 
tiog dlaease which leaves the system In a bad state by leaving a lot of 
morbid material In the blood which should have been eliminated by 
I alteratlvee and tonics during convalescence. U may show Itself in 
any joint In the body but Is more likely to attack tbe lege on aeeonot 
of their being more exposed. Rheumatlem la of the same nature In all 
animals and Is thought to be canned by ao abnormal amount of a 
peculiar acid lo tbe system which hae a tendency to accanalate around 
tbe Jolnta. KbeumaUsm le nnerally more eerioue lo horses and cattle 
than lo men and dogs, probably owing to their bruising the tender 
parts while down on the floor or on a bed which Is not quite so soft aa 
tbe one a man treats himself to; the bruiting often rausee sopparatlon 
which Is quite a serious complication. In tbe acute form there Is 
always synovitis (Inflamroatfoo of tbe synovial membrane of tbe 
joint) which we know by persona) experience le exceedingly painful. 
Tffotnunt: Pul the animal lo a warm, dry place and rub some of the 
foliowlng liniment well Into tbe parta affected, twice a day—Take of 
spirits or camphor, oil of turpentine, tlnctnro of arnica and ttneturo of 
opium of each two onncea and water to make one pint; apply wltb the 
band and bandage the lege wltb flannel. Give Internally one powder 
night and morning, lo the feed, of powdered colcblcnm seeds one 
drachm and nitrate of potash two drachms. U this does not prove 
effeccnal apply a smart cantharideao blister to the part. If sopparatlon 
takes place poultice with hot linseed ponUlcee for a few days, then 
apply a ilolment of Unctnroof arnica aod tincture of opium of each 
one ounce and waterito makeHialf a pint, with the Internal treatment as 
above. 

Calitr, Detroit, Mich.—I have a borM that sconrs very bad every 
tlnie that I drive him. He is looking well and is a very hearty feeder. 
It would seem as If he wanted to eat his whole feed at one bite. I feed 
him twelve quarts of oats aod eight pounds of hay a day. Wbat can be 
done for him? Due of my borues shows algos of giving over In the 
knees, or rather weakness, or trembling lo bit knees. Can I do any¬ 
thing for bln? Ans.—Moulten grease or ehronio dlarrhfva, Isconsld- 
eroff to IM more of a strocloral than a functional derangement. Thoee 
with eUb sides, narrow cbesu, ewe necks and long bocka. are more 
aobject to it, out In your case U Is tbe reeult. probably, of bis bolting 
bis rood, aod It being only half maetlcaled, boa weakened tbe dlgeeUee 
organa ao that upon ocUve exorolee tka rotuU aeottoned above li pro

Apply cold water to It continuously for three 
or four days in the form of a hose passed over

His legs are all 
badly swollen; he Is also swolleu about In 
cakes all under his body; be has run freely 
(mm his nostrils; has no uppetlte, eats only 
hot masbee. 1 bathed his legs lu hot palt and 
water aud also bled him In (ne neck. Under 
this treatment be does nut seem to improve. 
He ran out wltb a horse about a month ago 
that had tbe distemper, but this complaint 
has none of the symptoms of it. He is now 
very much reduced in flesh and growing 
weaker. Please tell me what alls him, aud if 
anything can be dono? Ans.—^This la a case 
of “bastard slrangles*' In which tbe morbid 
material that nature endeavored to throw off 
in the ordinary way has been retained In the 
syitem. lie took it from the other horse, but 
tbe symptoms did not develop In tbe ordinary 
way. vo it waa unite natural that vou ahoulQ 
think It was not distemper. It is a aebllttatlng 
disease, so bleeding was bad practice and 
mashes are not nutritious enough: the swell¬ 
ing of the legs and belly Is an Indication of 
poverty of blood and a weakened system, so 
let the care uf the horse be of tbe very beat- 
give him oatmeal gruel and good hay. aod give 
biro a pint of malt ale once a day. and 
the powders preacrlbi'd for W. W.. Buffalo, 
will be the best trontroent. and give him gentle exercise: clotbe warmly 
and hand-rub aod bandage the legs, and rub the throat with stimulating 
liniment of equal parts of liquid ammonia, raw linseed oil, aud oil or 
turpenllne; shake them well up together and apply with the hand. 

J.T..Creatoo. Iowa.—1 have a horse that la sick; be seems atiip^d and 
dull, doea not eat very well aod sweats easy. Is running some from one 
DOsirlls. aod his throat le some swollen. He has been very weil till 
about a week mo. Be does not cough aoy.but acts as though he wanted 
to sometimes, out was afraid to. will you please prescribe for bim 
throQgh yonr paper and oblige a subscriber. Ans. Your horse has in¬ 
fluenza which Is recognized by the symptoms given above along with 
a quick, weak, compreaalble pulse which vou can And by applying the 
flngera to the underside of tbe branches of the lower Jaw where you will 
find the Inferior maxillary artery as It crosses the bone. And when it 
first sets lo the ears and extrvmUlea will be cold and tbe mouth hot 
and early weakness Is a prominent symptom. TrfOtmfnt.^Mxih the 
throat well with tbe mild liquid blister composed of equal parts of 
liquor ammonia, oil of tiirpentlno and raw linseed oil; mix and apply 
once a day till a bllatsr la produced. Give internally a mixture of spUits 
of nitre, one onoce. pulverized geullan half ounce, chloride of ammo- 
niom aod aaltpetre of each two drachms, and water to make half a pint, 
twice a day and keep up bis atrengih by liberal feeding on oatmeal 
gruel. Clotbe warmly and bandage bis legs and sos that the stable Is 
well ventilated but avoid draughts.

Mix and 
give a dessert spoonful twice a day In the feed. Give pure air and gen 
tie exercise regularly and feed liberally on ost meal aod good hay with 
a bran mash or roots once a day to keep (be bowels open.

CALIFORNIA AND THE NATIONAL ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

The policy of the CiitcAoo Field as far as trotting af¬ 
fairs are concerned, has always been sha|>ed to liest promote 
iu true interests. Such a policy is almost one of necessity. 
Trotting in the palmiest days of the National Associa¬ 
tion did not have much more than a ttatu-quo surrounding 
of respectability, the quality of the sport os 
well as the status of its patrons must show a 
decided progression, or the Cdicaoo Field and all of its 
contemporaries will fail to derive much support from this pe- 
culiarlv American sport. Losing this source of revenue, some 
of us would terminate our careers, simply because we could 
not pay one hundred cents on the dollar. Forflnancial con¬ 
siderations, if for no other, we regard it as asound policy to 
protect as well as we are able, the true interests of the trot¬ 
ting turf. The National AsvociuUon has done much good 
as well as harm for the trotting turf, but its days of utility 
seem to be quite or nearly past. It answered well enough 
half a dor.en years ago, but certainly U not near up to the 
mark made or drawn by its patrons of to-day. Reform and 
radical changes in its rules and regulations seem to be re¬ 
quired, and radical changes in their interjiretations 
and applications. Illusirative of our views we 

refer lo the call iu the California Spirit 
of the Timet lot a Pacillc Coast Turf Coovenlion. This 
paper is edited by that eminent turfman Joseph Cairn 
Simpson, formerly (our fellow townsman) of New York. 
Mr S. says: ‘ The idea of holding a convention to adopt a 
code of laws for the government of trolling on the Pacillc 
Coast, has met with universal approval." The reasons for 
withdrawing from membership in the National Association 
are partially staled as follows: distance from headquarters 
is the greatest drawback, uUd the difflculiy of having ap¬ 
pealed cases adjudicated is an insurmountable obstacle. 
Months elapse without even an answer of what their situa¬ 
tion is. So that, wbciner this is owihg to the carelessness of 
the iifflcials in bringing ibe casts in controveisy before the 
Board, or surplus of prior business, matters of the uller- 
mosl imiHirtance lo the parlies iniercsted are held in 
abeyance for months. The ambiguity of offleiai dispatches 
from the Board through its offleiats is complained of as 
past linding out by any “mortal of ordinary intelligence." 
Illustrations are given fully justifying slaloments herein re¬ 
ferred to. The P.icilic turfmen have our best wishes of 
success in thi^ sensible course of forming for Ihcmsclvca a 
separate associaiion. 

It is somewhat remarkable to us Ibat they have remained 
members of lUe National Associaiion so long, and what is so 
unquestionably lo the iultreslsof the Pacific turfmen is also 
clearly lo iho interests, lo all sections of the country. 

Our grout trouble is, Ibut the circumlocution proceedings 
of the Uuar<l preveola persons of only ordinary persisleoce 
from having any issue before the Board, nor can wo avoid 
remarking that it is a well known fact, that some of their 
decisions are very remarkable lo speak equivocally, and 
not such as to commund any great respect. 

In theory it is well enough, but in practice quite different; 
tbv theory of our government is all right, but some how or 
other it bapiKios that Congress who represent the sovereign 
people, soiueliinca is a conspicuous illustration of the differ 
ence l)elwoea theory and practice. 

It is quite true that the Board of Appeals with 
nearly a score of members baa not mote than 
four or live ineinbors tilted to act Judicially upon the 
various Important oases that under Ihe present syslem m 
bsfoRs them foi llnal auluiiuo. As lung as the practice of fill¬ 
ing up places in Its judiolary department with aspiring gentle- 
mea that know nothing gbout rules and precedent, u COQ 


linued.it Is not surprising that Iho National Asaociation does 
not meet the demands nr our lurfmen. In smaller associa¬ 
tions, whose members are cuiifinod to the limits of two or 
three Stales, a much bcticr average of judicial ability would 
be telecled. Persous of known qualifications would be 
chosen, and not unknown persons uiHin the recommenda¬ 
tion of some person or ihtsuos who of Iheiiiselves have not 
the slightest knowledge of the liroper prerequisites for mem¬ 
bers of the Boanl of Appeals. Pointed and uniformly sat¬ 
isfactory decisions arc practicable in sniallur a8S4»ciations, 
but are not so under the |ircsent syslem. besides greater 
economy is attainable. Less membership fees, less expen¬ 
ses in judicial matters. ^ 

What is everybody’s business seems to bo no one s. Un¬ 
der the present system, premiums are offereJ for 
"ringers," for suspended horses trot nearly everywhere un¬ 
checked, and our interests are suffering in almost 
every respect by the very base and impracticable manner 
in which the National Association is managed. 

But, any the adherents of the Association, “in union is 
strength.’’ So far as ring influences are concerned, this 
statement is true, but otherwise not. It would be a very 
easy matter lo arranire to have all penalties mutually re¬ 
spected and enforced. 

We must congratulate our California friends upon their 
prospective new, and separate association. When the West 
shalfhave decided lo do likewise, she will have made a groat 
step forward in advancing the true inlcresls of the trotting 
turf. 

DOUBLING THE PENALTY AND ITS EFEECT8. 

We have been exceedingly amused iu the perusal of an 
editorial article in the Turf, Field and Farm, of the issue 
of December IS. It purports to set forth in epitome, the 
wisdom of the distinguished trolling turfmen, who ns mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Appeals, assembled at Rochester on 
the .Sth December, and casually compared views as to the 
better policy lo he pursued aoulher year by the “big cir¬ 
cuit." This policy, bear in mind, is supposed to take into 
consideration the welfare of the trolling interests of the 
country, as well as the financial interests of the large asso¬ 
ciations. To better promolo the objects of the National 
Association, it is propeiscd lo increase lo double,the amount 
of liabilities of each horse entered over that of the past year, 
in cases of non-starters. Of course the facts reported 
to them at this meeling by the Secretary that 
1640 persons were under penalty, 1511 of 
which number were suspensions for unpaid dues; 
and iilsd that 1,547 horses were under suspension for un¬ 
paid dues, was an exhibit nut at all damaging to the fulure 
prospects of the association. Nevertheless, it is true that 
the upward of 3,000 suspensions of men and horses renders 
it almost impossible for any considerable meeling to take 
place, without Ihe managers kindly overlooking the fact, 
that numerous ineligible men and horses make up their large 
list of competitors. 

If twice two ore four, it occurrs to us by an an¬ 
alogy of this mathematical result, that the increasing 
of the liabilities of non-starters by a multiple of two, will 
just about double the present amount of indebtedness at the 
close of another year. 

If. as is generally conceded, it is injurious to the interests 
of the trotting turf that so large a list of persons and 
horses should be under penalties as those reported at the 
late meeling of the Board of Appeals, what may we ask 
will be Ihe effect upon the welfare of Ibe National Associa 
lion, by a return lo the ancient custom of ten i>er cent 
penaltv for non starters? 

It has full OB much weight as it can carry now. It was 
not organixed in the inlerests of avaricious associations at 
the expense of the brccdei's and owners. It was more 
especially designed to foster and protect breeding inleresU. 
Ii is clearly to the interests of the National A.ssociation that 
no more courses be fitteil up for money making directly 
out of the sport of trolling. 

It is also clearly to its interest, that those 
courses DOW io good sbApe, Aod with fair reputations should 
go outof business who IubUI od a policy, regardless of the 
true interests of the turf. „ „ „ ... 

So far os reported by the Turf, Field and i^ornj this 
prospective policy of doubling the penalties of non starters. 
It is believed will prove suicidal. The most practicable 
manner of promoting the interests of the trotting turf, is to 
make the business rcmuncrallvo lo owners. This object 
kept in view whilst shaping programmcs.large entries will be 
secured. With large entries, the best of sport is guaranteed, 
and the greatest possible patronage of the public. Any 
policy reducing the lists of entries and increaeiug penalties 
due the National Association by increasing the obligations 
of owners, is simply a slaughtering of the goose that lays 
Ibe golden egg upon which the associations themselves must 
depend for money lo fool their bills. 

A reduction of the premiums from ta5,(X)0 lo |30,0(X) is 
all right; but go in ibe other direction in the matter of cn 
tries and charge five per cent, lo enter and five [icr cent, ad 
dilional lo winners of premiums, and your exchequer will 
show more to your credit when the busi 
ness is closed up, then under your pro- 
tiosed return to the old fogy basis. By this course 
you will elevate trotting, because you make it more profit 
able, or less expensive lo the owner, lie will iberel^re 
have less excuse Ui manage his horse fradulenlly. The 
public endorse you more unqualifiedly, because they wit 
" • • -ISIS, and fairer trotting.

Several comuiunlca- 
tiona have appeared in your columns udviaing ami suggest¬ 
ing varioua plans and methods to prevent the wboleaale and 
wanton destruction of game. Blill no one baa drafted any 
bill feeling, no doubt, us I have myself. Ibai somebody else 
could do it mm.'Ii better. I liave, however, spent much 
time and trouble over this draft, which I will act forth us a 
target for criticism, well knowing its defects will be shown, 
and thereafter can lie easily remedied. Immediate attention 
of sportsmen is culh d to this question as only a few days 
reuiain before ilie legislature will meet, namely, Wednesday, 
the third of January. This draft baa been compiled from 
the iiresent Stale law and New York game law and other 
sources. 

I should personally desire to see spring shouting ahoUshed, 
but do nut deem it w ise to now undertake to outain so de¬ 
sirable a measure of reform at picsent. 

I believe both will be remedied in the near future.

As Act to revtse »nii roueolldaie the eovcral acts relatloK to the pro- 
tectlua of gania, sucl fur Ibe pnitecUua of deor, wild fowl, birds aud 
flsb. aud to repeal certain laws. 

SEfyioN I. Be it tnucted by the People of the Stale of 
lUinoie, repreienied in the Oenerul Aeeembly, That it shall 
be unlawful for any ]>< rsun or persons to hunt or pursue, 
kilt destory or attempt to kill, trap, net, ensnare, 
or otherwise destroy, any wild buck, doe or fawn, 
wild turkey, prairie hen or chicken, or phcit'-ant, be¬ 
tween the first day of January and the lirst day of Septem¬ 
ber in each and every year; or any rolled grouse (commonly 
called purliidge), or pheasant, or quail, or woodcock, be¬ 
tween the flist day of January and the first day of October 
in each and every year; or any wild goos-c, duck, Wilson 
snipe, brant, or other water fowl, between the lilteenth day 
of April and the lirst day of September in each and every 
year; or any plover between January Isl and August 15lh. 
And every person so ofl'endiug shall, for each and every 
offense, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic¬ 
tion shall be lined iwenly-tive dollars for each and every of 
the animals, birds or fowl above mentioned killed, and 
costs of suit, and shall slaitd committed to the county jail 
until such fine is paid; proBtrfrd, that such imprisonment 
shall not exceed iweniy-tive (2.5) days for each offense 
above named. 

Bec. 2. It shall be unlawful, excepting the first ten days 
of the prohibited perual, for any person or corporation to 
buy, tell, or have in po.si-efaion, any of the animals, wild 
fowls, or birds mentioned in section one, at any time when 
the killing, or destroying of such animals, wild fowls, or 
birds shall bo unlawful, which shall be killed, 
or destroyed contrary to the provisions of this act; 
and any person or cor|a)ration so offending shall, on con 
viction, he fined and dealt with us declared in section one 
(I) of this act. 

Bec. 8. No person shall, at any time, within thi.s State, 
kill, or attempl to trap, net, ensnare, destroy, or kill, any 
robin, bluebird, swallow, martin, mosquito-hawk, whip- 
poor-will. cuckoo, woorlpecker, cat-bird, brown-thrasher, 
red-bird, hanging-birtl, buzzard, sparrow, wren, humming¬ 
bird, dove, goldtincb, mocking-bird, blue-jay, lineb, thrush, 
lark, eberry-bird, yellow-bird, oriole, or bob-o’link, 
osprey, or fish hawk or kingfisher; nor rob or de¬ 
stroy the nests of such birtls, or either or any of them 
And any person so offending sliall, on conviction, be fined 
the sum of fwcnly-five dollars for each and every bird so 
killed, and for each any every nest robbed or destroyed; 
provided, that nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent the owner or occupant of lands from killing any of 
the birds herein named, on the same,when deemed necessary 
for the protection of fruits or property, hut Ibe killing shall 
be deemed prima facie evidence of a violation of this act. 

Bkc. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
dcstniy or remove from the nests of any prairie chickens, 
grouse or quails, wild turkeys, or any game bird or birds, 
goose, brant, duck, wild fowl and egg or eggs of such fowl 
or for any jicrson to huy, sell, have in poescsslon, 
traffic in such eggs, or wilfully destroy the nest of such 
birds or fowls, or any or either of them. And any pcrstin 
BO offending shall, on convlcticn, be fined and dealt with us 
Bpecifled in section three (8) of this act. 

Bec. 5. No person or persons shall, at anytime, with a trap 
or snare, or net, lake or attempt to trap, snare, net or lake, 
any wild fowl or birtls or game birds. And every person 
so offending shall, on conviction, be fined one hundred dol¬ 
lars, and costs of suit, and shall stand committed to the 
county jail until such floe is paid; provided, that such im 
prisontncnl shall not exceed one hundred days. 

Sec. (1. No person or persons shall sell or cxpo.se for sale, 
or have in his or their itosscssion, for the purpose of selling 
or exposing for sale, any of the animals, wild fowls, or birds 
mentioned in section one of this act, after the expiration of 
nine days next succeeding the first day of the period in 
which it tbnil be unlawful to kill such animals, wtld fowls, 
or birds. And any persons so offending shall, on conviction, 
be fined and dealt with us s|M'cificd in section one of this act, 

Bec. 7. The provisions of this act shall not be construed 
as applicable to any express c<im|>any or common carrier 
into whose itosseasion outside of this State any of the an! 
mala, wild fowls, or birds herein mentioned shall come, in 
the regular course of their business, for transfiorlalloo 
whilst they arc in transit through Ibis State, from soy place 
without this Slate where the killing of such animals, wild 
fowl, or birds, shall be lawful. But nutwilbslandlng this 
provision, the having or being in possession of any such 
animals, wild fowls, nr birds as are mentioned in section 
one, upon any of the days upon which the killing, buying, 
selling, or having in |Misscssion, any such animals, wild 
fowl, or birds, shall he unlawful by the provisions of Ibis 
act, shall be deemed and taken as prima facie evidence that 
the same was killed, in violation of this act. 

Bet. 8, No person shall at aoy lime use any punt or 
swivel gun for the nuipote of shooting birds, fowl or game 
or to shoot any birds.fowl or game, nor use any floating bat 
tsry, nor shoot out of any floating battery for the purpose 
of Killing birds nr game. 

Bkc. 0. It shall be unlawful for any person or] persons to 
hunt with gun or dog within the sncloMd grounds or lands 


of another, without first obtaining from the owner, agent or 
occupant of such enclosed grounds or lands his, her or tbeir 
permission so to do. Provided each owner shall have placed 
twelve printed signs or notices in twelve different cons piem 
ous places on bis land. ^ 

Bec. 10. Any iterson or persons violating Bec. 0 Jof inTs 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be 
prosecuted by any person in the name of the people before 
any justice of the peace, or by indiclnient or infurmaliun in 
any court in the country where said misdciiieanor w as cout- 
miltcd; and in all such prosecutions the owner or owners, or 
persoas in pusses.>^iun of said inclosures, shall nut be required 
to prove title to the inclosuies in controversy. 

Bec. U. Any person convicted of violating Bee. 0 of this 
act shall be fined in a sum not less than ten dollars and not 
exceeding one hundred dollars. All fines collected by vir¬ 
tue of Sec. U shall be paid one half to the (losscssor of the 
land or the iierson causing the suit to be brought and one 
half shall be paid to the common school fund of the town¬ 
ship in which the offence is committed. 

Bec. 12. It shall be lawful for the Governor of the State 
of Illinois to appoint in each County of the Slate an officer 
to be designated the game constable who shall hold office 
for the term of one year, and shall take the oath of office 
the same and be vested with and have power in serving pro¬ 
cess under this act, that town constables now po.ssess in 
serving civil process, and said game constable can appoint 
one or more (lepulics with like powers to serve process and 
begin suit under the direction of the game constable. War¬ 
rants of arrest may be issued by any court of the State in 
such actions, and no undertakings nor bond shall be required 
on behalf of the plaintiff, and any judgment obtained may 
be enforced by execution against the property or the jterson 
of the defendant. 

It shall be the duty of the game constable, after reliable 
information, to prosecute all violations of this act, and be 
shall receive compcnsalioo for his services as is allowed by 
law for like services to constables of towns and also one- 
half of all penalties recovered by him for violatiuo of this act. 

In case of refusal or neglect of any game constable to 
prosecute any such violation he shall forfeit the penally of 
live hundred dollars ($.500), to be sued for and recovered as 
specified in this act. Whenever any game constable shall 
fail to recover the penalty in any iirotecution couimenced 
by him pursuant to this section, the costs of suit incurred 
by him shall be charged against the county and it shall be 
the duty of the board of commissioners or noard of supevis- 
ors or those having auiiiority of the affairs of the county to 
credit and allow the same as other county charges arc au¬ 
dited and allowed. 

This section shall not prohibit or interfere with any per¬ 
son bringing suit for a violatinii of this act, or recovering 
any penalty thereunder, except that the county shall not be 
liable for costs in any suit brought by other than the game 
constable. The game constable shall give bunds in the sum 
of five thousand dollars ($5,000), as like the bonds of con¬ 
stables ns may be, and given to the county clerk of the pnip- 
er county, and payable to the people of the State of Illinois. 

Sec. 18. Any judge of any court of record having juris¬ 
diction of crimes or any justice of the peace, police or 
other magistrate upon receiving sufficient security 
on the part of the complainant except the game 
constable W complainant, when no security shall be 
required and upon proof by affidavit that any of the 
provisions of this act have been violated by any person 
temporarily within the jurisdiction of the justice or court or 
residing therein permanently, or by any person whose name 
and residence are unknown whether temporarily within or 
residing permanently within the jurisdiction of the court or 
justice, IB hereby authorized to issue warrant or warrants 
for the arrest of such offenderor offenders by name or names 
or by the name of person or (tersons unknown, and to cause 
liim or them to be committed or held to bail to answer the 
charge against him or them, and any such judge, justice or 
magistrate upon receiving proof of probable cause for be¬ 
lieving in the concealment of any game or fish mentioned 
in this act during any of the periods prohibited, or killed or 
caught contrary to its provisions shall issue his search war¬ 
rant, and cause search to be made in any bouse, market, 
boat, car or other building, and for that end may cause any 
house, apartment, chest, car, box, locker, crate or basket 
to be broken open and its contents examined. In case of a 
judgment fur two hundred dollars or lets there shall be no 
Hjipeal from the justice or the court which tries the case. 
The right of trial by jury shall not be impaired hereby, nor 
prevent nor interfere with the grand jury of the county 
from finding an indictment against aoy one violating any of 
the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 14. All penalties im|x>scd by this act may be re¬ 
covered with cost of suit by any person, except in cases 
brought by the game constable, in which cases the game 
constable shall collect such penalty, and shall have the 
same privileges us other persons to collect in other suits, in 
the places hereinafter named, before a justice of the peact, 
where the amount to be recovered docs not exceed the ju¬ 
risdiction of such justice in the county where the defend¬ 
ant resides, or where the suit was tried, or In the circuit 
court of the county where the act was committed or the de¬ 
fendant resides or the suit was tried. 

Every day of impri.>onment shall be a payment of one 
dollar ($1) on aoy fine imposed under this act. 

Bec. 15. It shall he lawful for the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners or those having authority of the affairs of any 
county in this State to make further regulations with pro|>- 
cr penalties to proterl any game fowl or birds or fish Ibul 
are found or come within this Slate or water of this State 
but none of the provisions of this act shall 
be abridged therein in any manner. Any enactments 
or provisions made by such constituted authorities shall be 
published three weeks in aoy pa|)er such authorities may 
select. 

Sec, 10. No persons shall set nets, weirs or pots, pikes, 
traps, pounds, or other contrivances, to catch fish in any 
of the waters of the State; or draw a net or seine therein at 
any time, or use any lamp, torch or light at night or in the 
darkness for the purpose of spearing or catching fish in said 
waters, or shoot fish therein. Any perstin convicted of vio¬ 
lating this section shall be fined one hundred dollars for 
each offense, or imprisoned in the county jail for one hun 
dred days, or both fined and imprisoned. 

Bkc. 17. No person shall plocAJ in any fresb-vraier stream, 
lake, or pond, any lime or other deleterious sub¬ 
stance, or any drug or medicated bail, with 
intent thereby to injure, poison, or catch fish, not 
place in any |iond nr lake stocked with or inhabited by 
iroul, bass, |iike, pickerel or sunfish, or any of them, any 
drug or other ileleierious substance with liiieol lo caUdt or 
destroy such trout or other fish, or draw off the water from 
any pood, lake, creek or stream with such intent. Any 
penon violailni the provialoas of this section shall be 


deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, in addition 
thereto, and in addition lo aoy damage he may have done, 
be liable to a penally of one hundred dollars ($100) for each 
and every offense. 

Bkc. 18. All prosecutions under the provisions of this act 
shall be brought by any person except as otherwise herein 
provided in the name of the People of the Btatc of Illinois, 
against any person or persons violating aoy of the provls 
ions of this act, before any justice of the peace of the 
county in which such violation is alleged to have taken 
place, or before any court of competent jurisdiction; or as 
otherwise herein provided, and it is hereby made the duly 
of the Stale’s Aliorueys to see that the provisions of this 
act are enforced in their respective counties, under a pen¬ 
ally of $500 for every refusal so to do when an allidavil of 
the facts of aoy violation of any of the provisions of this 
act shall he pre-eiited to the States Alloiney, and they shall 
prosecute all utt'enders on receiving ictormaliuu of the 
violation of any of the provisions ol this act; under a like 
penalty us above and it is made the duly of sheriffs, deputy 
sheriffs, constables, and police officers lo iofunu i tie States 
Attorney or the respective county or district of all 
persons whom there is propable cause lo believe 
are guilty of violating any of the provisions of this

There has 
been and is yet fine sport duck shooting, ihc cold snap has 
frozen up the small ponds and driven them to the lakes and 
St. Fiances river, where they are in great numbers. 

Dr. Gray and myself will spend the holiilays duck and 
quail shooting; will give you Ihc result. Bear hunting is 
just commencing, they arc now gelling fat and are not so 
difficult for the dogs to overtake. Col. P. Dunn and I). 
Davis have a pack of bear dogs. A cress of blood hound 
and the native deer hound— they were a week or so ago in 
Ihc St. Frances river bottoms; found hear plentiful, but too 
fleet for the dogs; succeeded in capturing four very fine 
ones, one of which Mr. Davis killed with his knife—cane 
and dogs Uxi thick for shooting—by crawling inUi the cane 
thicket he used bis knife, thus saving the life of a valua¬ 
ble dog.

Editou Ciiicaoo Fim.i):—Your paper of this week is just 
received, and 1 have read with much interest the several 
articles on the game laws of this Slate. Mr. Pratt, the 
President of our Stale As.suoialion requests every one lo 
write lo the Law'Commiltec of the Slate .Association. I 
1 think the idea a good one; let each sportsman in the Stale 
give his own views and ideas in the mailer. 

The Quincy shooting club as a club lakes a gtsnl deal of 
interest in it. Al our last meeting, belt! the first Wednes- 
tlay of this month, we passed a resolution llial llie ollicers of 
the club should see our Represcntalive.s, and tell them just 
what wc want as 8|iortsmen, and ask them lo use their ul- 
moft eudeavors to have the game law of the Sliile changed, 
so that quail shiMilinc should not commence until Ihe first 
of November, hut cxlond until the first of Fuliruary. Our 
reasons for lhat are. that in a usual season ilic ((Uails com¬ 
mence lo migrate the first of October, wlieii tboii.sands of 
them are netted and destroyed. Wliy, on the liiibof Octo¬ 
ber, this year, a covey of quails ten in number iravidcd 
through our city and stayed a half a day in our public park, 
right in the centre of a city of d.i.OlH) iuhabltaius. riien 
again, in a wet season like the past year, al least one lialf 
of the quails are not large enough to shisit before the first of 
November; in fact, on the tenth of November 1 was out 
(|Uail shooting, and found one covey out of four was not 
more than two thirds (pown. 

Now, Mr. Editor, there is another part of the game law 
lhat we in the central part of the State want changetl, and 
llial is the Spring shooting. Wc want Ihe lime tor snipe 
shooting extended to the Isl of May—for the reason that 
in usual seicsous llie snilie does not g' l here until about Ihc 
KItli of A()ril, and only stays until the 1st of .May. Our 
Fail sni|ie and duck shooiiiig amounts lo nothing to s(ieak 
of, whereas in the uorllieru (larlof tlic State the Fall shoot¬ 
ing i.s mueli till' best. Now 1 ask, is it riglit anil just llial 
we in Ibc central part of me Stale slioold I'e deprived of our 
sport just to please lh i.se that reside a little north of us? 
Now, Mr Editor, 1 wisli to say right here that wc, the 
sportsmen of Quincy, arc law iibidiiig eitizciis, and that 
laws shall he olicycd, even if lliey dmi'l quite please us; 
that al our last meeting we ordered our Secretary to have 
handbills (irinled and posletl over tliu city and surrounding 
country, offering a reward of i^lO for informatiou of any 
one violating the game laws of the Stale.

1 am loaded up in my armory with all the latest Unprove- 
ments and appliances for cleaning and otherwise caring for 
■booting traps, and have come to the conclusion that sim¬ 
plicity answers economy and convenience. 

1 am or have been using a ixtd which the following cut 



represents, that any person who can use a pocket-knife and 
sandpaper can make for himself. The material must nec¬ 
essarily be tough and strong. 1 enclose you herewith a 
rough sketch of the iKittom end of this rod; the top end is 
cut square across, and large enough to nearly till the barrel 
—length to suit. 1 have used this kind of cleaner for a long 
time, as well us many of my friends. All liability to injure 
the barrels is at once done away with, it being made entirely 
of wood. Place your patch on the breech end of the barrels 
over the hole, and push throueU with the button end; no 
danger of the wiper coming off. 

Now for still greater simplicity, economy, convent 
cnee and every other desirable reiison, I adopt the follow 
ing ns the most iireferable. When the barrels are cold (and 
the colder the belter) unlock the same as to receive a shell, 
place your mouth over the muzzle blowing several times 
(more or less) your breath through the same, until you per¬
